Metro: Service Getting Worse 


New data confirm a rise in delays over the past 17 months 


Metro’s latest performance data confirm what 
subway riders have been saying for months: 
Train service is getting worse. 

On-time performance has been declining 
for the past 17 months; not once did the agen- 
cy meet its performance benchmark of hav- 
ing 95 percent of all trains run on schedule. 
Performance was worst during the evening 
rush, when on-time performance hovered 
in the 80 percent range. The steepest drop 
was from July to November, when the transit 


agency experienced a 30 percent increase in 
service disruptions over the same period the 
previous year. At the same time, the number 
of track fires more than doubled. 

Railcar equipment problems affecting as 
much as half the 1,070 -car fleet and deterio- 
rating infrastructure are causing more fre- 
quent breakdowns, resulting in more delays 
and disruptions, officials said. 


Metro’s reliability will be the focus of dis- 
cussions at a Metro board committee meet- 
ing Thursday. The release of the latest data 
comes as the largest fare and fee increases in 
Metro’s history went into effect Sunday. 

To improve reliability. Deputy General 
Manager Gerald Francis said, officials have 
beefed up maintenance by replacing worn 
equipment faster and the improved cleanup 
of debris that can spark fires on track beds.

Boy Scouts Ready to Face Bullying 


Instructions on how 
to confront aggressors 
put in Scout handbook 

D A L LAS I As far as the Boy Scouts of 
America are concerned, knowing how 
to confront a bully is now as impor- 
tant as mastering a slipknot. 

For the first time in the 97-year 
history of the nation’s largest youth 
organization, newcomers must show 
they have learned Scout- approved 
ways to avoid being pushed around 
and called names if they want to 
advance through the ranks. 

Shaken down for your lunch 
money? Tell the bully how it hurts. 
Called a crater face? The 2008 Boy 
Scout Handbook recommends this 
comeback: “So what if I have a face 
full of zits. What’s it to you?” 

“We’ve always emphasized bul- 
lying — how to recognize it, how to 
prevent it,” said Jim Terry, assistant 
chief executive of the Boy Scouts.

“This is just a reinforcement of those 
principles.” 

The 472 -page Boy Scouts Hand- 


book devotes a half-page to bullies, 
and Scouts must discuss the mate- 
rial with a troop leader to reach the 


beginner rank of Tenderfoot. 

Terry said the measures help 
reinforce personal safety lessons 
the Boy Scouts have taught all 
along. Bullying has been the subject 
of informal troop leader talks, and 
the Boy Scouts have even published 
a comic book on the subject. 

The handbook also now covers 
cyberbullying. Aspiring Scouts must 
demonstrate they know how to show 
restraint when taunted online. 

Dorothy Espelage, a professor 
of educational psychology at the 
University of Illinois, credited the 
Boy Scouts for mandating the les- 
sons. But she had hoped the mate- 
rial would also have some advice 
for Scouts who might sometimes 
bully others. 

“You know that some of these 
Boy Scouts are bullies and that 
they’re ringleaders,” Espelage 
said. “Why do we always put it on 
the victim to change their behav- 
ior?”

Bush Begins Mideast Visit in Israel 


President warns Iran 
of ‘eonsequences,’ 
meets Olmert, Peres 

JERUSALEMI President Bush warned 
Iran of “serious consequences” if it 
meddles again with U.S. warships in 
the Persian Gulf, opening a Mideast 
peacemaking mission Wednesday 
on an ominous note. 

He told Israel to dismantle unau- 
thorized settlement outposts and 
demanded that the Palestinians halt 
rocket attacks from areas controlled 
by Hamas Islamic militants. 

Bush, on his first visit as presi- 
dent to Israel, acknowledged doubts 
about whether he can break through 
decades of distrust to achieve a 
peace agreement by the end of his 
presidency in January 2009. 

“I’m under no illusions,” Bush 
said at a news conference with Israe- 
li Prime Minister Ehud Olmert. “It’s 
going to be hard work.” 

Unpopular at home. Bush got an 
extremely warm welcome in staunch 
ally Israel. After a red- carpet air- 
port arrival in Tel Aviv, Bush flew 
by helicopter to Jerusalem for talks 
with Olmert and Israeli President

Shimon Peres, who cautioned that 
peace negotiations “maybe slow, but 
the progress can be sweet.” 

Olmert said Israel would not 
accept a peace agreement unless 
there is a halt to rocket attacks 
from the Gaza Strip, controlled by 
Islamic militants dedicated to Isra- 
el’s destruction. The U.S. -backed 
Palestinian president, Mahmoud 


Abbas, wields authority in the 
West Bank but not in Gaza. 

“There will be no peace unless 
terror is stopped,” Olmert told 
Bush, adding that as long as there 
will be terror from Gaza, it will be 
very, very hard to reach any peace- 
ful understanding between us and 
the Palestinians.” 

The threat to Israel was under- 


scored Wednesday when Palestin- 
ian militants in Gaza bombarded 
southern Israel with rocket and 
mortar fire. 

On Thursday, Bush will fly to the 
West Bank and speak with Abbas. 
“As to the rockets, my first question 
is going to be to President Abbas, 
‘What do you intend to do about 
them?”’ Bush said, terence hunt (ap)

leader was elected Kosovo’s prime 
minister Wednesday, vowing that 
the province is only weeks away 
from independence and calling 
on Serbia to give up its claim to 
the territory. 

Kosovo’s parliament elected 
Hashim Thaci by a vote of 85-22 
to head a coalition government 
that will try to steer the province 
through a declaration of indepen- 
dence, a course supported by the 
United States and some European 
governments, but fiercely opposed 
by Serbia and Russia. 

“It’s an issue of weeks and Koso- 
vo will be an independent, sover- 
eign and democratic country,” 


Thaci told The Associated Press 
in an interview. “Independence is 
everything for us. We have sacri- 
ficed — we deserve it.” 

Still, he cautioned that no move 
would be made without the approv- 
al of the United States and the key 
European nations. “Kosovo will do 
nothing without Washington and 
Brussels,” Thaci said, referring to 


the seat of the European Union in 
Belgium. 

Thaci, 39, is Kosovo’s fifth prime 
minister since the southern Serbian 
province came under UN. admin- 
istration. 

No independence declaration 
is likely before Serbia’s presiden- 
tial elections, which begin on 
Jan. 20. NEBI QENA (AP) 


Study: 151,000 
Iraqis Have Died 
Since War Began 

About 151,000 Iraqis died from vio- 
lence in the three years after the 
United States invaded, concludes 
the best effort yet to count deaths 
— one that still may not settle the 
fierce debate over the war’s true toll 
on civilians and others. 

The estimate comes from pro- 
jections by the World Health Orga- 
nization and the Iraqi government, 
based on door-to-door surveys of 
nearly 10,000 households. Experts 
called it the largest and most sci- 
entific study of the Iraqi death toll 
since the war began in March 2003. 
Its bottom line is far lower than the 
600,000 deaths reported in an ear- 
lier study.

Wednesday by the New England 
Journal of Medicine, (ap)

KISUMU, KENYA I President Mwai 
Kibaki, addressing countrymen who 
had fled blazing homes and ram- 
paging mobs armed with machet- 
es in Kenya’s seething political tur- 
moil, defiantly rejected demands 
Wednesday for a new election or 
vote recount. 

Violence set off by opposition 
claims that Kibaki stole the Dec. 
27 presidential election raged on, 
causing a new exodus of refugees, 
and there was little sign of softening 
by the president or his chief rival.

More than 500 people have 
died in violence that in some areas 
pits other tribes against Kibaki ’s 
Kikuyu, the dominant people in 
Kenyan politics and business. 

The vote “is finished, and any- 
body who thinks they can turn it 
around should know that it’s not 
possible and it will never be pos- 
sible,” Kibaki told a crowd in the 
western town of Burnt Forest. It 
was his first trip to a trouble spot 
since bloodshed erupted two days 
after the disputed ballot. 

He repeated his call for charg- 
es of fraud to be settled in court.

Former CIA Agent Dies in Havana 


Philip Agee’s aetions 
prompted a U.S. law 
against exposing spies 

HAVANA I Renegade former CIA 
agent Philip Agee, whose naming 
of agency operatives helped prompt 
a U.S. law against exposing govern- 
ment spies, has died in Cuba, his 
wife said Wednesday. He was 72. 

Agee quit the CIA in 1969 after

12 years of working mostly in Latin 
America at a time when leftist move- 
ments were gaining prominence. 
His 1975 book, “Inside the Com- 
pany: CIA Diary,” cited alleged mis- 
deeds against leftists in the region 
and included a 22 -page list of pur- 
ported agency operatives. 

The list created an uproar world- 
wide and helped prompt Congress 
to pass a law against naming clan- 
destine U.S. agents abroad. It also 


led the State Department to strip 
Agee of his U.S. passport. 

Former CIA colleagues and 
some U.S. officials called Agee a 
traitor and alleged he was linked 
to Cuban and Soviet intelligence 
agencies. Agee denied the charges 
and said he thought of himself as 
“a critic of hypocrisy.” 

His wife, Giselle Roberge Agee, 
said Agee was hospitalized in 
Havana on Dec. 16 and underwent 
surgery for perforated ulcers. He 
died Monday from a related infec- 
tion.

4 Found Dead in SE Home 


Police say bodies seem 
to bejuveniles ranging 
from 5 to 18 years old 

WASHINGTON | Four people were 
found dead Wednesday inside a 
Southeast Washington home when 
U.S. Marshals arrived to deliver an 
eviction notice, authorities said. 

Marshals found the decompos- 
ing bodies on the second floor of 
the small, two -story brick apart- 
ment building about 10 a.m., U.S. 
Marshals Service spokesman Cole 
Barnhart said. 

Marshals noticed the bodies 


during a routine inspection of the 
home, authorities said. A woman 
who answered the door was taken 
into police custody for question- 
ing. 

“She was apparently calm 
throughout,” Barnhart said. 

District of Columbia Police Chief 
Cathy Lanier said all four bodies 
appeared to bejuveniles ranging in 
age from 5 to 18. Authorities were 
investigating the cause of death and 
said they did not know long the bod- 
ies had been deceased. 

“I’d say more than several days,” 
Lanier said. 

Authorities did not release the 


names of the victims or of the woman 
being questioned by police. 

D.C. Council member Marion 
Barry, who represents the neighbor- 
hood where the bodies were found, 
questioned why no one had reported 
that four people were missing. 

“Somebody should have known 
that some people were not in school,” 
Barry said. 

D.C. schools spokeswoman 
Mafara Hobson said none of the 
children was currently enrolled in 
the school system. One child had 
attended Stuart-Hobson Elemen- 
tary School but withdrew in 2006 
as a fifth-grader, she said, (ap)

Best Buy CEO Worried 
About TV Switchover 


Executive fears end 
of analog signal will 
put strain on retailers 

LAS VEGAS I Best Buy Inc.’s chief 
executive said Tuesday that he is 
“very nervous” about being able 
to supply customers with the mil- 
lions of digital TV converter boxes 
needed ahead of the shutdown of 
most analog TV transmissions in 
13 months. 

“I think it’s one of the biggest 
risks our industry has,” vice chair- 
man and CEO Brad Anderson told 
an industry audience at the Interna- 
tional Consumer Electronics Show 
in Las Vegas. 

Full-power television stations 
will turn off their analog sig- 


nal on Feb. 17, 2009, after which 
they will broadcast in digital only. 
Viewers who receive their signals 
through an antenna and don’t have 
a digital-ready TV will have to buy 
a converter. 

The Nielsen Co. estimates that 
14.3 million households rely on over- 
the-air television broadcasts. Still 
others have sets that receive ana- 
log broadcasts as a complement to 
cable, satellite or digital sets in the 
same household. 

“The number of converter boxes 
that is going to be required could 
put tremendous pressure on us to 
solve all those problems” Ander- 
son said. 

“We’re very nervous about the 
potential risk. Once it gets turned off, 
it could be very interesting.” (ap)

When Holmgren was Green Bay’s 
coach from 1992 to 1998, he encour- 
aged Favre to follow his free spirit. 
Scramble around. Improvise. 

“He allowed me to flourish and 
make plays when plays were not 
there,” Favre said. “It’s no secret 
my history has shown that I’ll take 
chances. I’ll do whatever.” 

Seattle’s coach may have reason 
to regret his guidance. 

The Seahawks’ fierce pass rush 
faces one of its toughest challenges 
Saturday at Green Bay in the NFC 
divisional playoffs. It’s the opposite 
of last week’s task against Wash- 
ington in the wild-card round. 


The Seahawks sacked Todd Col- 
lins three times even though the 
Redskins kept as many as seven 
men in to block. 

The Packers’ second-ranked 
offense usually leaves just linemen 
as Favre’s vanguard. Yet opponents 
are sacking the graying, 38-year-old 
less than they did when he was 28. 

Favre’s abilities to avoid defend- 
ers — to sense them coming before 
seeing them and to fall away from 
them while throwing accurately — 
have kept him playing long enough 
that this will be his 274th consecu- 
tive start. 

Favre says he doesn’t have to be 
as elusive these days. 

“There are some things that 
I used to do that I don’t do now,” 
Favre said. “Mainly, move around 
as much. ... I don’t trust my legs like 
I used to, but, more importantly, I 
feel like I know the offense much 
better. I don’t feel like I have to.”

Ornery Knight Nears Win No. 900 


Basketball coach gets 
1st shot this weekend 
at Oklahoma State 

COLLEGE HOOPS I Bob Knight is 
about to enter a realm occupied 
by only two other Division -I bas- 
ketball coaches, and they’re both 
women. 

When the Hall of Fame coach 
gets win No. 900, he will join for- 
mer Texas coach Jody Conradt and 
Tennessee’s Pat Summitt as the 
only members of the Division-I 
club. Knight’s first shot comes Sat- 
urday at Oklahoma State. 


“Oh, who cares about 900?” 
Knight, ornery as ever at 67, said 
last week after victory No. 899. 

Knight has been a head coach for 
42 years at three Division I schools. 
He got his 100th victory at Army, 
then moved to Indiana, where his 
Hoosiers went 662-239 and won 
three national championships from 
1971 to 2000. His first NCAA title 
came in 1976 when Indiana went 
undefeated, a feat no team has done 
since. In 1984, he coached the U.S. 
Olympic team to a gold medal. 

Conradt ended her coaching 
career last year with 900 wins. 
Summitt, who got No. 900 in

2000 during her 31st season, said 
it’s no surprise Knight has kept 
winning. 

“He demands a performance,” 
said Summit, who has increased her 
total to 959 . “He raises the bar and 
gets the most out of his players.” 

To hear Knight frame it, it’s all 
about durability. 

“Things that transpire relative 
to numbers are usually a matter of 
longevity more than anything else,” 
he said. “You want to be able to do 
the job well. But I think there have 
been a lot of really good coaches who 
coached a relatively short period of

TERPS WOMEN’S HOOPS I When 
the Maryland Terrapins won the 
national championship in 2006, 
they were a team built on the con- 
fidence of youth and the irrepress- 
ibility of sheer talent. 

The playing rotation was made up 
entirely of underclassmen, with vet- 
eran leadership provided by its lone 
junior. Two seasons later, the Terra- 
pins’ aspirations are just as high, but 
its approach is more grounded. 


No. 4 Maryland (18-1, 2-0 in the 
ACC) now has the luxury of calling 
on senior center Crystal Langhorne 
and senior forward Laura Harper to 
provide the guidance that all teams 
must find at trying times. 

“I really like where they are 
right now,” said coach Brenda 
Frese. “They are doing a tremen- 
dous job with their leadership and 
their vocal spirit.” 

Long regarded as the Terrapins’ 
best player — and by some as the 
nation’s best player — Langhorne 
has watched as others took a turn 
in the spotlight this season. Though 
she averaged 16.5 points per game

through her first three seasons, 
she’s averaging only 13.8 points 
per game this year.

Harper has been similarly 
inspired. She’s averaging 21 points 
and 9.5 rebounds in ACC play.

In the post, Langhorne and 
Harper offer a fitting comple- 
ment to Kristie Toliver, Marissa 
Coleman and Marah Strickland 
on the perimeter, giving the Ter- 
rapins an inside-outside game that 
will be beneficial against tougher 
defenses late in the season.

The Sparks Still Fly 


The ever-explosive 
‘Wire’ is impeccable 
in its final episodes 

CONSISTENCY I In last week’s sea- 
son opener of “The Wire,” a street- 
smart youngster is duped into con- 
fessing to a murder the detectives 
know he committed but can’t prove. 
They attach him to a “lie detector,” 
which is, in fact, a copy machine. 
It spits out a pre-loaded sheet of 
paper that says “FALSE” an instant 
after the kid has denied the crime. 
Seeing this, he falls apart and spills 
everything. 

Detective “Bunk” Moreland, 
savoring his triumph, pronounces 
a sweeping assessment of human- 


ity: “The bigger the lie,” he chuck- 
les, “the more they believe.” 

And with that, viewers were 
alerted to the theme that will 
carry “The Wire” through its fifth 
and final season: escalating lies and 
misplaced faith in Baltimore. 

“The Wire” is a series that has 
been hailed with almost tiresome 
consistency as TV’s best drama by 
anyone who watches it, and — no lie 
— this season is the best yet. (The 
second of the 10 -episode run is on 
Sunday at 9 p.m. on HBO.) 

It has always been a study of 
intertwined and often clashing 
institutions in a troubled town: 
the police, the politicians, the labor 
force, the failing schools and the 
drug gangs in Baltimore’s squalid

projects (the series title refers to 
surveillance by the narcs). 

It’s a world where, too often. 


people focus on their narrow self- 
interest, where doing the right thing 
is no path to success. 


No wonder in this system lies 
become the currency with which 
most business is transacted. 

But this season the dilemma is 
worse than ever. The city is in eco- 
nomic crisis, with budget cutbacks 
crippling an angry and demoralized 
police department. Police vehicles 
aren’t being serviced, and cops 
aren’t paid their overtime. 

“How are we ever gonna pay 
the bar tab?” grumbles Detec- 
tive Jimmy McNulty as he orders 
another round. 

“We could always knock off a 
liquor store,” says his bar-mate 
Bunk (Wendell Pierce). 

“The Wire” is a drama criss- 
crossed by numerous storylines 
and a crowd of powerfully drawn 
characters (24 actors are listed in 
the opening credits). But McNulty 
(played by Dominic West) is at its 
core, particularly this season. His 
roguish, arch indifference masks a 
righteous streak in full force now.

Despite the flight of 
several members, 
Dillinger keeps it fiery 

TURNOVER I Lineup changes are a 
part of every band’s life cycle — but 
Dillinger Escape Plan has had to 
deal with a complete overhaul in 
the decade it’s been around. 

Formed in 1997, the band com- 
bines hardcore punk with metal’s 
fancy guitar work on its latest 
album, “Ire Works,” and is now on 
its third singer. The only original 
member of the band is guitarist 
Ben Weinman. 

“The fact that we’re not a giant 
band that makes an enormous liv- 
ing off of music but we’re big enough 
to do it for a living almost makes it 
harder than if it was just a hobby,” 
Weinman said. 

The band’s relentless touring 
and dangerous live shows (com- 
plete with pyrotechnics!) grew to 
be too much for some of the mem- 
bers, he said. 

But not all the personnel changes 
have been because of tour burnout 
— a band member was paralyzed in 


a car accident in 1999, and a guitar- 
ist had to leave the band due to nerve 
damage in his hand in 2004. 

The band discovered its third 
singer, Greg Puciato, through an 
Internet contest in which fans sung 
vocals over an instrumental track. 

“One of the reasons we chose 
[Puciato] is because he is diverse 
enough to sing songs we’d done in 
the past,” Weinman said. 

But the band hasn’t cut ties with 
its old members — on Ire Works, 
original singer Dimitri Minakak- 
is sings backup vocals on the track 
“Fix Your Face.” 

“To see him be able to grab the 
mic and kind of let loose again was 
really awesome,” Weinman said. 

But the question on everyone’s 
mind for Thursday’s concert at the 
9:30 Club is, “Will there be fire?” 
Weinman said it’d be a last-min- 
ute decision. 

“We decide on a show-by-show 
basis,” he said. “It’s kind of unpre-

said, Why can’t we do that for Prud- 
hoe Bay? Why can’t I put a crew cab 
on big wheels?”’ Tope said. 

“Mark dreams big,” said his wife, 
Trisha, who acknowledges that she 
thought her husband had lost his 
mind when he came up with the 
idea. 

Tope, 36, was born into a fam- 
ily that hauled heavy equipment to 
Alaska’s North Slope oil fields. He’d 
done his share of bumping around 
in Rollagons and Tucker Snocats 
— large all-terrain vehicles used to 
transport equipment and crews.

Oversize Tundra-Cat 
truck is easy on the 
Arctic environment 

With tires 5 1/2 feet tall, the Tun- 
dra-Cat could be considered an 
Alaska-size toy for big boys. That 
would be a mistake. 

The vehicle designed for use in 
the oil fields — looking a lot like 
a monster truck — has a tender 
touch when it comes to the delicate 
Arctic tundra. 

Its huge tires, at 5 pounds of 
pressure per square inch, do less 
damage than a golf cart, said Mark 
Tope, the man who came up with 
the Tundra- Cat after having a 
brainstorm a few years ago while 
watching a monster truck show. 

Tope said he recalls the mod- 
erator saying, “Man, they have a 
big footprint. 

“Then the light bulb came on. I 


Tope thought it was time the oil 
field workers had a more tricked- 
out ride. But he knew if his idea 
was to have commercial success, 
the 15,000 -pound Tundra- Cat — 


priced at between $240,000 and 
$270,000 — would have to be gentle 
as a pussycat on the tundra. 

State regulations are strict 
when it comes to tundra damage. 


The Department of Natural 
Resources has 20 stations on the 
North Slope where frost and snow 
depths are measured to determine 
what types of vehicles are allowed

on the tundra and when. 

The tundra is what keeps the 
permafrost frozen, said Leon 
Lynch, a natural resources spe- 
cialist for DNR in Fairbanks. Per- 
mafrost is ground that remains fro- 
zen year-round. 

“Once you disturb the vegeta- 
tive mat, the frost gets exposed 
and melts, so you basically melt 
the permafrost,” Lynch said. That 
also leaves the tundra even more 
susceptible to scarring. 

The Tundra- Cat has four-wheel 
drive and two -axle steering, allow- 
ing the two front wheels to point in 
one direction and the back wheels in 
another. As a result, the Tundra- Cat 
is gentle, moving more like a snake 
slipping across the tundra. 

Not only is it light on the tun- 
dra, but it is also designed to leave 
nothing behind — not even human 
footprints. It comes with extensions 
for a 3 -foot-wide metal catwalk for 
walking around the truck. 

Its look also can be versatile, 
accommodating a variety of bod- 
ies atop the big wheels — including 
a large truck crew cab, a 15 -passen- 
ger van or a flatbed truck. 

“I could put on an ambulance or 
a motor home if I chose to,” Tope

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Jordan Gets His Kicks

Nike releases 23rd 
edition of the iconic 
Air Jordan sneaker 

It’s gotta be the shoes, right? 

No other basketball shoe has 
changed the face of business, ath- 
letics and marketing like the Air 
Jordan. This month, Nike releases 
the 23rd edition, and it is expected 
to be just as venerated as its pre- 
decessors. 

The sleek design and link to 
Michael Jordan’s jersey number 
make it a touchstone in the line. 
It’s also Nike’s first basketball shoe 
designed under its “Considered” 
ethos, which aims to reduce waste 
and use environmentally friendly 
materials wherever possible. 

The Air Jordan XX3 will be 
released in three rounds from Jan- 
uary to February, starting with a 
limited edition to be sent to only 
23 retailers to be sold for $230 
and concluding with the national 


launch at $185. 

Nike had considered retiring the 
shoe at No. 23, because of Jordan’s 


iconic jersey number. But company 
officials won’t say whether this will 
be the last. Neither will Jordan.

“You’ll just have to wait and 
see,” Jordan said in an e-mail to 
The Associated Press, responding 
to questions about the release. 

Before launching the first shoe 
in 1985, Nike had just signed Jor- 
dan for $2.5 million over five years. 
Jordan’s deal with Nike opened the 
door for sneaker manufacturers to 
chase after athletes, signing them 
up —sometimes just out of high 
school— for multimillion- dollar 
contracts, in hopes of being able 
to cash in on the next superstar. 

It sent sneaker prices to new 
heights, which has since generat- 
ed a backlash against selling pricey 
shoes to basketball-loving kids. 

“The Air Jordan franchise cre- 



ated the most coveted basketball 
footwear in the world and changed 
the basketball landscape forever,” 
said Nike Brand President Char- 
lie Denson. 

Unlike most basketball shoes to 
date, which were often white and 
utilitarian, the Air Jordan was a 
shock of black and red. It was ini- 
tially banned by the NBA for not 
conforming with other players’ 
shoes. Jordan continued to wear 
them and was fined $5,000 per 
game, which Nike paid. 

“Nobody expected the mass hys- 
teria created by its release,” Jordan, 
who has been a part-owner of the 
Charlotte Bobcats since 2006, said 
in his e-mail to the AP. 

A new edition was launched each 
year, and release dates had to be 
moved to the weekends to keep kids 
from skipping school to get a pair. 

The frenzy got dangerous. People 
were mugged and even killed for 
the shoes. The Air Jordans helped 
spawn a subculture of collectors 
who buy the shoes. 

Jordan said he never expected 
the shoe’s success. 

“Like every kid growing up, 
I dreamed of making winning 
shots at the buzzer and I was for- 
tunate to live out that dream, but 
never in my wildest dreams did I 
ever entertain the idea of the suc- 
cess of the Air Jordan franchise,” 
he said, sarah skidmore (ap)

Katherine Heigl’s stylist went on 
vacation last week to Mexico. Make- 
up artist Pati Dubroff ’s cellphone 
and BlackBerry have gone extraor- 
dinarily quiet. 

A change in format for Sunday’s 
Golden Globe Awards from a jovial 
awards dinner and ceremony to a 
news conference doesn’t just mean 
disappointed award winners — it 
means a rolled-up red carpet. 

Think of all the glorious gowns 
that will go unworn. 

It was unclear whether celebrities 
— even the nominees — would attend 
the untelevised ceremony because 
they still might have to cross a picket 
line of the Writers Guild of America, 
and the actors’ own union encour- 


aged its members to skip it. 

That means no wardrobe anal- 
ysis Monday morning, no best 
dressed-worst dressed lists, no 
new designer name on the lips of 
every fashion fan. Stylists, makeup 
artists, hairdressers and all those 
that run the marketing machines in 
Los Angeles find themselves with 
unexpected time on their hands. 

Stylist Nicole Chavez says a 
beautiful dress was picked out 
weeks ago for Heigl, a supporting 
actress nominee for “Grey’s Anat- 
omy,” but they always knew Heigl 
might not get to wear it. Chavez also 
didn’t make any special requests for 
a custom-made gown, something 
she has done in the past, because 
she didn’t want to waste designers’ 
time or money.

“It’s always a challenge for us 
internally with the Globes so close to 
Fashion Week,” Pulice says. “Do we 
stop to make something for a celeb- 



rity? If we were guaranteed they’d 
wear it, it would be the right thing 
to do, but there always is a question 
mark of, ‘Will they wear it?”’ 

There’s no doubt celebs make 
a difference in brand awareness, 
Pulice says, and when the award 
shows come back, so will Valvo, 
who in 2007 dressed Queen Lati- 
fah for the Globes and Oscars. 

Awards shows give designers a 
place to advertise their products 
on the backs of celebrities and also 
pickup unexpected endorsements — 
as Jessica Alba gave to Dior Beauty 
last year when she whipped out a lip 
gloss from her purse. The next week, 
thousands of extra units of Beige 
Maniac lip gloss were sold. 

There is no shortage of celebrity 
dressing opportunities these days 
with movie premieres and big char- 
ity events, but the Golden Globes put 
one of fashion’s most important run- 
ways into a holding pattern.

NAME: Nick Cave 
GIG: Textile artist, performer, 
fashion designer 

IF THE CLOVES haven’t already killed 
them, boho readers will ask if this 
is the Nick Cave of Birthday Party 
and Bad Seeds fame. In a word, no. 
This Nick Cave chairs the fashion 
department at the School of the Art 
Institute of Chicago and is known 
for his performance -art “Sound- 
suits.” On Thursday, in a Power- 
Point- and video -assisted lecture, 
“Suited for Sound,” Cave will dis- 
cuss his work, an example of which 
is on display in the Textile Museum’s 
“Private Pleasures: Collecting Con- 
temporary Textile Art.” 

You’re best known for your full- 
body costumes often used in perfor- 
mance. What do they sound like? 

It’s not only the sound, it’s smell 
— it really depends. 

On the materials you use? 

I remember I was at a flea market in 
Detroit and I found this entire huge 
box of these DayGlo pencils. It was 
amazing. Just the smell of the lead 


What lies at the other end of the 
sonic spectrum? 

Working with synthetic raffia. It’s 
the same thing as if you were stand- 
ing under a weeping willow tree. It’s 
sort of a real soft wisp. 

So there’s quite a range. 

One could be in a Soundsuit [made] 
out of bottle caps [and] it could be 
a really subtle sound ... or it could 
be extremely aggressive, based on a 
much stronger movement — jump- 
ing or rolling on the ground. 

Is there any link to outsider art? 
Around the late ’80s/early ’90s, 
there was a homeless man in D.C. 
who adorned himself head to toe 
in men’s ties. He was a pyramid of

ties, a really striking figure. 

We can refer it all back to shaman- 
istic figures. On the one hand, is 


it some sort of spiritual god or is 
it — who knows? But I love that 
whole idea. 


So you prefer there to be some 
mystery to the personages you cre- 
ate? 

I want there to be that element of 
naivete within my work. I don’t 
sketch anything. It’s basically 
purely based on how I respond to 
materials. 

You’ve said that your first Soundsuit, 
made of twigs, was a response to the 
Rodney King beating. 

What led me was the description 
that they brought to this human 
being — looking at him as larger 
than life ... [saying] it took four men 
to bring down this “superhuman” 
being, glenn dixon

‘Cops’ depicts the 
boys in blue with all 
their human foibles 

STAGE I Terry Curtis Fox’s “Cops,” 
about three Chicago policemen 
whose cutups over coffee at a late- 
night diner ignite a shootout with a 
customer, never made it to Broadway, 
but its debut in 197b (a production 
of the Organic Theater Company in 
Chicago) was a watershed moment 
that changed the way America told 
tales of cops and robbers. 

The play won over audiences 
with its gritty atmosphere and 
inspired the TV series “Hill Street 
Blues,” making way for a new genre 
of police drama that depicted offi- 
cers as complex, diverse individuals 
with the same predilection for cor- 
ruption as the average bad guy. 


Fox also cast his “finest” as rac- 
ist, misogynistic toughs — a com- 
mon stereotype of policemen, but, 
to some, one not wholly untrue. 


“Cops are profiling people all 
the time,” Jack Marshall, artistic 
director of the American Century 
Theater, says. “It’s insidious, but it’s 


unavoidable for city police.” 

Marshall, whose company’s pro- 
duction of “Cops” is playing current- 
ly at Arlington’s Gunston Art Cen- 
ter, should know; he used to work 
closely with cops as a prosecuting 
attorney in Lowell, Mass. 

The influential play conforms 
to his theater group’s mission to 
present important but overlooked 
contemporary American theatri- 
cal works, but “Cops” was chosen 
for its impact. 

“Theater at its best is a social 
force,” Marshall says. “I’m curious 
how audiences will react to it and 
the issues it relates to today.” 

But “Cops” also has physical 
impact: real gunfire, real scram- 
bled eggs and real bad potty mouth. 
The PC patrol is advised to walk 
another beat; adventurous theater- 
goers will enjoy this cop shocker.

MUSIC I Eric Roberson likes his show tunes. 
The Howard University theater studies grad, 
performing Friday at the Birchmere, attributes 
much of his soulful croon to influences as varied 
as the dexterous lyricism in works by composer 
Stephen Sondheim and the idiomatic poetry in 
plays by August Wilson. 

“I learned so much about singing soul in my 
acting classes,” Roberson said. “Each professor 
meant a great deal to my development as a per- 
former. It strengthened my hunger to search 
for more through music. You learn about your 
inner person when you draw from your own life 
and from a character’s inner self. You discover 
that it’s all parallel. Everything about songs is 
about character.” 

The reigning king of the independent soul 
scene, Roberson is the only unaffiliated artist 
to have an album (“Left”) score a BET Award 


nomination. “Hopefully, I’ll be the first to win 
one!” he said. “Really, though, the nomination 
is a huge deal. I know that when I started mak- 
ing music for a major label, I ran into so much 
adversity because they wanted me to sound like 
everyone else. My artistic heroes are the indi- 
viduals who pave new roads in music. I don’t let 
anybody hold me back.” 

Toward that end, Roberson established his 
own music label. Blue Erro Soul, which has deep- 
ened his desire to share his passion. “At the end 
of the day, I make sure my focus is on the process, 
not the product,” he said. “That’s the key. I have 
a goal to sign great new artists — who would 
otherwise go undiscovered — to my label. I’m 
working hard to create an outlet for incredible 
musicians not in the mainstream.” 

Roberson has also written songs for Jill Scott 
and 112, among others. The act of giving away 


something as personal as music, he explained, 
has heightened his abilities as a songwriter. “I 
separated my personal life from my creative life, 
my writing. Songs that connect with my past are 
almost like my journal. But I learned to give. 
Carl Thomas, a fantastic singer, once said about 
one of my songs that he was performing, ‘This 
one isn’t yours anymore.’ I knew exactly what

he meant. My responsibility is to motivate with 
my music, and I will grow old doing it.” 

The Birchmere show marks the second for Rob- 
erson this week. He participated in a seismic funk 
fair honoring Prince at the 9:30 Club last Friday. 
In fact, the first song Roberson learned to play on 
the piano was “Darling Nicki,” a preening, purple 
sex ode that helped prompt Tipper Gore to slap 
“Parental Advisory” stickers onto album covers. 
“I didn’t even know what that song was about 
entirely, but it inspired me. There are so many 
more songs to write.” Christopher correa

The Chuck Redd 
Quartet jazzes up 
the masters of song 

MUSIC I According to local jazz 
drummer and vibraphonist Chuck 
Redd, D.C. is absolutely a jazz 
town. “No doubt about it, and I’ve 
played in a lot of towns,” Redd says. 
“There have always been a hand- 
ful of nationally and internationally 
known players based here.” 

Most people are aware of early 
jazz icon Duke Ellington’s associa- 
tion with the city, but the District 
was also once home to guitarist 
Charlie Byrd and the late double 
bassist Keter Betts, among other 
jazz notables. 

Redd joined Byrd’s trio in 1980 
at the age of 21. He notes he still 
plays drums but has since become 
an acclaimed jazz vibes man. His 
vibraphonist skills have assisted 
such legendary figures as Tommy 
Flanagan, Mel Torme and Dizzy 
Gillespie. “When you look up and 
see those cheeks with that trumpet 


attached to it, it’s a surreal feeling,” 
says Redd. 

Today, Redd balances regular 


for-hire gigs with occasional aca- 
demic jazz clinics and his residency 
at the Smithsonian Jazz Cafe. 


Redd speaks highly of his 
colleagues in the Smithsonian 
Jazz Masterworks Orchestra — 


orchestra executive producer Ken 
Kimery is now its drummer — 
and the camaraderie of the cafe’s 
regulars. Located in the National 
Museum of American History, the 
Smithsonian Jazz Cafe would seem 
an unlikely jazz joint. 

“The cafe has helped build my 
fan base,” Redd says. “It has great 
community support and attracts a 
wide demographic of music lovers. 
And there’s almost always a festive 
atmosphere there ... great energy, 
never just background music.” 

Friday at the Smithsonian Jazz 
Cafe, Redd will lead a quartet in 
an evening of the music of George 
Gershwin and Cole Porter. 

The quartet will include Redd’s 
brother Robert on piano. Tommy 
Cecil on bass, and Lenny Robin- 
son on drums. 

“We’ll play the songs as instru- 
mentals ... the lyrics of Gershwin 
and Porter are already ingrained in 
the American psyche,” Redd says. 
“But it’s still relevant ... it’s every- 
where. I think the coffee-shop 
boom has helped bring jazz back 
as a soundtrack for young adult 

life.” JOHNATHAN RICKMAN

A Serious Movement 


Association W flips 
the conventional 
clown performance 

STAG E I When Americans hear the 
word “clown,” they probably pic- 
ture... well, either Bozo or John 
Wayne Gacy. But the French have 
a different idea. 

Their New Circus movement 
thankfully axed the squirting flow- 
er and dancing elephants. Instead, 
performers blend acrobatics, pup- 
petry, Chinese opera and the the- 
atrical aspects of traditional clown 
arts. A performer uses his physical 
dexterity to tell a story. 

So imagine a guy who can walk 
on walls. Or disappear overhead. All 
while he contorts in front of an audi- 
ence. Such is Jean-Baptiste Andre 
— aka Association W — who visits 
Washington this week. 



Jean-Baptiste Andre takes clowning 
and performance into new realms. 


Andre studied gymnastics, then 
went to clown school. Now, he spe- 
cializes in unclassifiable displays 
of lyrical athleticism. “I try to mix 
the circus arts with dance,” he says. 


“Plus video and electronic music.” 
Often, he uses a live video feed to 
project his inverted image onto 
a wall, which he interacts with 
in unpredictable and physically 
astonishing ways. He tweaks peo- 
ple’s spatial perceptions. And they 
... laugh? 

“I don’t know why,” says Andre. 
“I studied handstand” — his major 
in clown school. “So I’m used to put- 
ting my body upside down. But it 
becomes a point of view, a way to 
deal with things. 

“When you switch every- 
thing upside down, it becomes 
different, and you have to think 
everything over. It’s so funny 
because it’s about everyday life.”

Vagabond Opera’s 
world is like ours, but 
with more consonants 

OPERA I What qualifies opera as 
“vagabond”? 

“I like to think of it as opera dis- 
tilled,” says classically trained tenor 
Eric Stern. For five years, his sextet 
has blended sounds from around 
the globe, spanning the worlds of 
folk, pop and classical music. On 
Saturday, they come to Millenni- 
um Stage. 

“The show is a cabaret but not 
in the jazz-hands, modern caba- 
ret sense or in [the sense of] the 
musical ‘Cabaret,’ for that matter,” 
Stern explains. “More the cabaret 
of old Warsaw.” 

“We’re taking the operatic voice 


and putting it at the center of some- 
thing that’s not necessarily in the 
opera tradition,” Stern continues. 
“We’re doing a lot of stuff that 
comes from the Eastern Europe- 
an musical palette, if not further 
beyond — Arabic music, Turkish 
as well.” 

The recipe wasn’t exactly writ- 
ten down. “There’s not necessarily 
a rhyme and reason to everything 
in life,” Stern explains. “There are 
just things that resonated deeply 
within me — Bulgarian accordion 
music, odd-metered music.” 

Vagabond Opera’s set list is, as 
you’d imagine, multilingual. From 
the mainstream operatic tradition 
come French and Italian. “We don’t 
do anything German,” Stern says, 
“but we do Yiddish. Russian. We do 
a song in Ukrainian, one in Mace-

donian. How many is that?” 

There’s Spanish, as well as Ladi- 
no, the tongue of Sephardic Jews. 
“There’s a nonsense language we 
make up called ‘Oshtal,’” Stern 
continues. “Back in the day, Mel 
Brooks and Sid Caesar, they would 
make up Italian and French with 
each other, but neither of them 
spoke it. So we do that in an East- 
ern European vein.” He launches 
into a manic melange that suggests 
a dubiously insistent Soviet Bloc 
radio editorial. 

There’s also English. A tribute 
to Marlene Dietrich tips its top 
hat to Kurt Weill, though Stern 
admits he prefers the composer’s 
German output to the work he did 
for American audiences. 

The Vagabonds share the cur- 
rent fascination with the Weimar 
spirit. Stern hesitates to speculate 
as to why the bow-lipped, Rddling- 
6^re-Rome-burns style sounds so 
right today, except to say, “I think 
in that period, that was sort of 
the high cabaret tradition, and 
why not hearken back to that?”

Everything Happens at Once 



In Too Much Light,’ 
the Neo-Futurists 
must learn to act fast 

STAGE I Decades since its reign over 
television, the variety show finally 
suffered an ignoble death with the 
cancellation of “The Wayne Brady 
Show” in 2002. (A good James 
Brown impersonation can go only so 
far.) Any resurgence would have to 
take a radically different approach 
to the format. 

Enter “Too Much Light Makes 
The Baby Go Blind,” Chicago troupe 
the Neo -Futurists’ madcap across- 
the- spectrum attempt to perform 
30 plays in an hour. After selling out 
through the Capital Fringe Festi- 
val last year, the group has brought 
its rapid-fire show to the Woolly 
Mammoth. 

The setup: Hung from a string 
above the stage are 30 numbered 
pages, each corresponding to a spe- 


cific play. A timer at the front of the 
stage ticks its way toward the hour 
mark as cast members whip through 
the plays, the order determined by 
whatever number they leap up and 


rip from the rope first. When the 
buzzer sounds, that’s it — whether 
the play is done or not, no matter 
how many are left. 

The structure of the show guar- 


antees one thing: energy. Wheth- 
er members are dancing weirdly 
or dragging audience members up 
onstage or simulating sex or riding 
bikes up and down the aisles, there’s 
never a dull moment. 

That’s great for the humorous 
bits — and there sure are a lot of 
them — but make for awkward 
sea change when things instantly 
get sad, personal or political. (The 
Neo -Futurists base all their plays 
on events in the cast members’ real 
lives, too, making these moments 
that much heavier.) 

Of course, if you find yourself 
uncomfortable or confused or feel- 
ing otherwise unenthused about 
what’s onstage — hey, just wait a 
minute or two. Now that’s variety.

Still Cracking Smart 


A classic of parody 
from the ’ 90 s keeps 
quips flying on DVD 

DVD I “Mystery Science Theatre 
3000,” the show in which a man and 
his robots make fun of terrible mov- 
ies, has been off the air for almost 
a decade now, but in that time, its 
avid cult fanbase has grown. 

Of course, there is still an 
unending supply of crap cinema, 
so the show’s premise will always 
be topical. But more crucially, the 
cast and crew have launched simi- 
lar projects in recent years, includ- 
ing Internet projects like Rifftrax 
(rifftrax.com) and Cinematic Titan- 
ic (cinematictitanic.com), which 
debuts in February. 

It helps that Rhino Home Video 


has been placating fans with a regu- 
lar series of four-DVD sets drawing 
from its runs on Comedy Central 
(1989-1996) and the Sci Fi network 
( 1997 - 1999 ). 

The 12th volume may be one 
of the best yet, thanks to seriously 
awful flicks like the spy flick “Secret 
Agent Double Dragon,” the stock 
footage-heavy “Starftghters” and the 
beatnik-themed “The Rebel Set.” 

But the prize here is “Parts: The 
Clonus Horror,” a very late-’70s 
clone thriller with a whiny hero 
and a smug Peter Graves. 

Of course, there are tons of 
“Biography” jokes (Graves hosts the 
series on A&E), but there’s also a 
revealing and good-humored inter- 
view with “Parts” director Robert 
Fiveson, who recounts the making 
of the movie as well as his plagia-

rism lawsuit against Michael Bay foi 
the 2004 sci-R bomb “The Island’ 
(they settled out of court). 

In addition to these old episodes, 
this fall the cast of the Sci Fi incar- 
nation of the show — with Mike Nel- 
son, Kevin Murphy and Bill Corbett 
— launched a new series of original 
DVDs called “The Film Crew.” 

The concept remains the same, 
but the setup is actually inspired: 
In this DVD age, three regular joes 
have been hired to provide com- 
mentary tracks to terrible movies 
that will never see collector’s edi- 
tion treatment. 

The movies themselves are 
indeed horrible, but the comedy is 
spotty and occasionally sophomor- 
ic. Of the four episodes available, 
only one meets the high standard 
set by the original series: “Holly- 
wood After Dark,” a superlatively 
seedy stripper saga in which Rue 
McLanahan — long before hei 
“Golden Girls” days, shakes whal 
God gave her. 

That’s not only bad cinema; it’s 
comedy gold.
